Says Secretary Mc­ 
Adoo in Letter to

W ASHINGTON, N ov. 27.— No­ 
tice that the country'lrnust prepare 
for another intensive 
war loan 
cam paign probably in the latter 
part of April, was given today by 
Secretary McAdoo in a letter to 
bankers explaining th e treasury’s 
program for floating certificates 
of indebtedness and bonds during 
the next six months. 
T he secretary stated that plans 
for continuance 
sale 
of govern­ 
m ent bonds recently discussed as 
a strong 
possibility, 
had 
been 
abandoned and that p lan s should 
be m a d e for 
“ on e 
m ore great 
popular cam paign.” 
P reviou sly he 
had announced 
that the bonds to be offered then 
would be of short m aturity, less 
than ten years, and it has been 
indicated that the am ou n t would 
be around five billions. 
A lth o Mr. McAdoo did not state 
the tim e of the cam paign it was 
learned the treasury plans tenta­ 
tively to hold 
it th e last three 
w eeks in April. 
P la n to Sell Certificate* 
B lock s of treasury certificates 
of indebtedness ranging in amount 
betw een $500,000,000 and $750,- 
00 0 ,0 0 0 will be m arketed every 
two w eeks, beginning Dec. 5, to 
provide 
funds for running 
the 
govern m ent until paym ents from 
the fifth war loan begin to come 
in and these paym ents then will 
be used to pay 
off the certifi­ 
cates.

and, after his a rrival in America, 
spent a few

with 
his 
brother 
Thomas, 
in 
Indiana 
Robert then cam e on to Morgan 
county, while it was still a p art 
of 
Greene county, and 
settled 
about four m iles north west 
of 
th^ present site of this city in the 
spring of 1822. 
This county was 
not organized u n til 
1823, 
aud 
Jacksonville not laid 
out 
until 
1825. so was p re tty well “ ahead 
of the hounds,” or words to th at 
effect. 
It would be safe to 
say 
he saw Indians, wolves, deer and 
o tn e r inhabitants now gone from 
this region. 
Mr. Allison bought the “ M ount 
Pleasant farm” 
wWK 
was 
his 
hom e for about half a 
century, 
about 1824. 
H e also established
